Sbaron'N Course When the Bank of 
California Suspended. 

[Mew York Journal.] 
In 1363 Senator Sharon was induced to 
take the agency and general supervision of 
the Hank of California in Gold Hill and 
Virginia City, Nov. Here be formed the 
acquaintance of Mr. Kalston, at that time 
one of Ihe brightest heads in the mining 
districts. Mr. Sharon was considerable of 
a mining expert, and felt that the Virginia 
and Gold Hill mines were not as remuner- 
ative as they should be. He had examined 
with the greatest care every mine, and had 
become a mining expert as well as a 
hanker. He adled to his aid however, the 
best judgment of men of mining experi- 
ence, and made a most thorough survey of 
Ihe mining properties in which he had be- 
come interested, and finally determined to 
drift for a strange ledge. A drift was at 
once undertaken and prosecuted with pro 
digious vigor. That drift developed not 
only a new deposit of ore, but it .very soon 
exposed lo view the "King of the Coui- 
stock. " 

From thai time Mr. Sharon became the 
recogniz.ed leader in enterprises of the 
greatest magnitude on the C'omstock, and 
these were managed with such adroitness 
and skill t hot he was regarded as the 
financial chief of the Pacitic const. His 
name was added to the directory of the 
bank. All went swimming on in the high 
tide of wealth and prosperity for iiciiit) 
leu years Then came a day w hen gibes 
and sneer- were hurled against the direct 
ors of the bank, lis depositors with bated 
breath and low toned voice and scarcely 
audible whisper, told lie- sad tale of ruin, 
beggary and misery immeasurable. The 
great Hank of California has suspended: 
And Knlstou, its president . had draw n I lie 
veil upon a life that had lifted enterprise 
into exultation and reared monuments of 
grulidi ur on either side of Ids pathway. 

The citizens of San Francisco have not 
forgotten that dreadful day. The streets 
around the bank were packed with men 
and women, and yet not one word of cell 
sure was express! d, so pronounced was the 
affection for Ualstou and the esteem 
in which the directory was held. 
Soon the small door was opened 
and Senator Sharon utepped through 
it upon the sidewalk, and for a 
few moments cast a steady look upon 
the mass of human faces turned upon him. 
His face, habitually mobile and iuipcr- 
tur liable, expressed for a moment that 
touch of sympathy which can never be 
told in wonl.s. The inullilude seemed to 
Understand it, and raising his hat with 
more the purpose of admitting the cool 
air lo his throbbing brain than in saliitu 
lion, he turned with a step and manner 
full of resolution and walked away. 

A meeting of the directors was called for 
thai evening, and in a vigorous speech Mr. 
Sharon advocated that all should put their 
hands into their pockets and make up any 
deficiency in the bank's capital. Senator 
Sharon headed the list anil 111 a few days 
Ihe bank was enabled to resume Thus 
was the bank put upon its feel, and to 
Senator Sharon was justly ascribed the 
success of ihe venture. Several years 
later Mr. Sharon w as elected United States 
senator from Nevada, and he still holds 
Ihe ollice. He is quiet und unpretentious 
in his demeanor, and few would recognize 
in him the owner of the "King of the 
C'omstock" and other millions of properly.

Base ball really originated in New York 
cily in 1N4.I. when a parly of gentlemen 
so modified the old game of town ball as 
to create a uew game, to which they gave 
the name of base ball. On the 23d of Sep- 
tember of that year these gentlemen for 
nudly organized ihe Knickerbocker Base 
Hall club and adopted a series of playing 
rules. Prior to 1845 n sort of crude base 
bull had been played under various rules, 
but it was little more than a school hoy's 
diversion. The Olympic club, of Phila- 
delphia, had been organized in 18113, but 
it played nothing but town ball until lKttU, 
when base ball was adopted in its stead. 

In New England, about thirty years 
ago, there was a game called the "New 
England Game," which was played with a 
small, light ball, which was thrown over 
baud lo the bat, while in the New 
York game of base ball as then played by 
the Knickerbocker. Eagle, OothlUli and 
Umpire clubs, a large elastic ball was 
pitched to the bat. 

The original rules of the game Were 
very vague and incomplete. The bull was 
much too large and heavy, being allowed 
a circumference id' 10J inches and a weight 
of lj| ounces, jusl an inch in size and 
an ounce in Weigh! greater than the 
present limit. There was no limitation 
to the length of the but. In the year 1 WIS 
Iwo important new rules were made, one 
requiring the pitcher to stand in a space 
six leel by three and the oilier requiring 
the umpire to call balls and give the bais- 
mnn his first base after three had been 
called. Until Dec. 14, 1804, a fair ball, if 
caught on the first bounce, put the striker 
out, but on the above date the National 
Association of Base Ball Players did awav 
with the bound catch, except for fotil 
balls, ami finally adopted the lly game. 
Forly live fuel was Ihe distance from the 
pitcher's position lo the home plate until 
1881, when il was moved five feet further 
back. 

Artificial Sponge.

Dr. Gamgee, of Birmingham, England, 
has been, interesting tin- Paris surgeons 
with his artificial sponge. It is made of 
cotton, rendered absorbent and treated 
Willi antiseptics.

THE BURRARD INLET TIMBER 
LEASE AND THE GOVERNMENT. 

Tho public aro still onga^ou in discuss- 
ing what they suppose) to bo the condi- 
tions on which it is assorted the govern- 
ment have consented to extend tho timber 
lease of tho Hastings Sawmill Company 
for a term of ten or twelve years. The 
wildest and most absurd statements — one- 
half of which, if truo, would bo autliciunt 
to wreck tho strongest government in tho 
world — as to tho nature of tho concessions 
aro made. Wo attach little importance 
to the most of those statements; some aro 
pure in vontion, and others aro founded 
on a misapprehension of facta. It may 
not bo truo, even, that the term lias been 
extended. Tho act requires that notice 
of intention to apply for a leaso of tim- 
ber lands shall be published for a period 
of thirty days. This has not boon done. 
Tho Statement, therefore, that the leaso 
has boon extended would seem to be un~ 
truo, although the question whethor any 
notice is required for tho extension of a 
leaso is open to discussion. While strong 
roaaoiiB might bo advanced why the gov- 
ernment should not renew tho lease at a 
time when nil tho land covered by it is 
about to come into murket, equally strong 
reasons might bo advanced in support of 
tho lease boint; made. If the extension 
has boon really granted, the friends of 
tho government will continue to hope 
and believe — until it has been shown to 
tho contrary — that the rights of the 
province have been conserved and not 
bartered away (as is publicly staled) to a 
syndicate in which members of tho gov 
eminent aro interested. 

Speaking of this matter, our attention 
has boon called to a letter ill our slightly 
esteemed morning contemporary, signed 
"Watch 'Em," in which it is asked if the 
editor of The OolvniM (who is elegantly 
roforrod to as "Saint David") is not inter- 
ested in tho Hastings Sawmill Company 
and in tho renewal of the lease to that 
syndicate. To this question we reply 
that tho editor of this paper has not the 
slightest interest, present or prospective, 
in tho mill, syndicate or lease referred to, 
nor has ho any interest now or anticipated 
in any lease, laud or property of whatso- 
ever nature in tho district of Now West- 
minster. Tho inquiry was pertinent. 
Wo hope that tho answer will be deemed 
satisfactory. 

A GIFT TU THE CITY. 

A proposal has just been made by the 
local government to tho city authorities 
which will commend itself t.o all who are 
interested in the city's welfare, while it 
also speaks well for tho liberality of the 
provincial rulers. Nine town lots facing 
tho harbor, owned by the government and 
situated on Dallas road, are offered to the 
city, provided the corporation will pur- 
chase tho remaining property between 
Laurel Point and James liay bridge, and 
convert the whole into a park or esplan- 
ade. That this is a happy idea, none are 
likely to disputo; and it is to bo hoped 
that the offer will be accepted. Tho lots 
to be purchased by tho city aro owned by- 
private individuals, and could probably 
be procured very reasonably. This should 
ba done at once. Tho city is fast being 
built up, and unless this property is se- 
cured soon, buildings may be commenced 
upon it and half tho beauty of tho James 
liay side would bo destroyed. All who 
have onjoyod tho delightful view from 
the government square know that tho 
groat charm is the stretch of water with 
the city and hills beyond. This would be 
completely lost should a row of houses 
spring up along the shore. The view 
from tho harbor, too, would bo anything 
but pleasing. Instead of the green slopes 
surrounding the picturesque government 
buildings, an uninteresting row of buck 
premises would greet the eyes of entering 
travelers. On the other hand, should the 
strip of land bo laid out as an esplanade, 
the improvement to tho appearance of that 
locale would be very great. A sea wall 
might bo built to prevent the encroach- 
ments of the waves, and within that green 
lawn and shady trees would make it the 
moat inviting spot in this most charming 
of nil cities.

Perilous Voyage of Two Danes. 

Petor Blullor and N. Petersen, two 
Danes, arrived in this port Wedneaday 
night, having traveled all the way from 
the island of Kodiao, off the Alaskan 
coast, iu a skin canoe, such as are used 
by tho Aleut Indians. They pursued 
their way over tho billows, coasting down 
toward Cape Spencer. Ere reaching tho 
cape, however, a groat storm overtook 
them and they were capsized. Their boat 
was righled, and" reaching Capo Elizabeth 
and Cane Spencer, they got in thu inland 
passage north of Sitka, and came inside 
all the way. They touched at various 
points on the coast, the longest time they 
wero out at sea being three days, On 
touching in Behriuga Bay, the llohrlngs 
Bay Indiana, who are unusually Havago 
and warlike, gave ovidence that they woro 
soon to make it interesting for the Danish 
navigators, anil they were forced to ouick- 
ly put to sua.

They put in at different places for iupplies 
and on the way down killed two hears. 
The eu tiro distance traveled was 2,500 
miles. Tho men, after recruiting here, 
will start for San Francisco in their canoe, 
and they will Bud tho passage to that port 
much more periluus than that from Alaska 
here.

Graphic Particulars of the Chol- 
era Epidemic in Italy. 

London, Sept. 11. — The exodus from 
Naples during the past week has been so 
great that lodgings in neighboring villages 
are obtained only at fabulous prices, somo- 
times as high as 501) francs a month being 
asked for a single room. The better sec- 
tions of the town are deserted, and all 
shops are closed at 1 o'clock in tho after- 
noon. The theatres are all shut, and many 
of the poorer streets are as silent us death. 
Even cafes are closed, and the only sign of 
life are the joiners hammering rough Collins 
together. In some of these streets absolute- 
ly everybody is either dead or sick. In one 
Htreet, the via Duchess, thirty cases occur- 
red in a siugle house. The smell of burned 
sulphur is everywhere, and wretched people 
of tho poorer classes are either stupefied or 
frantic. In the meantime the devotion and 
during of the king and the archbishop had 
the effect of dispelling somewhat the super- 
stition about that person, and allaying th.i 
class hatred which raged at first, but public 
morals are still worse than it is possible to 
describe. A mob attacked in the via del 
I? argatorio a man whom they suspected of 
blowing poisonous powder ovoi some cakes 
exposed for sale on the piazzas. They 
dragged him back and made him eat the 
cakes until the owner interfered in self- 
defence. 

Out of sheer perversity the people eat 
more fruit and vegetables than usual. Ilia 
piazza in front of the municipal palace two 
oafers got a big basket of figs, anil in the 
presence of a largo crowd began to eat them 
on a wager. The police marched them to 
jail. A woman who was selling fruit on 
the corner of the piazza del Marline fell 
over, dying of the cholera. Tho crowd 
made a bonfire of her chair, stand and fruit, 
and left her to die. Nobody would carry 
her to a hospital. 

SAli BOB NHS. 

The terrors of the plague have been in- 
tensified by the scoundrelly action of the 
butchers, who tripled tho price of meat as 
soon as the panic began, but the king was 
followed iu his carriage by a mob of wo- 
men, shrieking to have the price of meat 
reduced, and ollicials accordingly took 
steps to import cattle, and reduced the 
prices. 

Feoplo iu the slums still defy tho laws 
boldly. Yesterday tho body of a woman 
was buried iu a little garden near her 
house, and when the police arrested the 
husband a great mob threatened to rescue 
him . 

Under tho inspiration of the archbishop, 
tho priests are now exerting every effort 
to discourage processions and the like, 
though with little success. There has 
been an enormous revival of religious 
sentiment in Naples. Streets and shrines 
which were walled up by Garibaldi iu 
1800 have all been opened and whitewash 
soraped off the holy picture?. Crowds, 
wild with joy, watch the work, and hail 
with shouts each restoration. Processions 
are continued in the peorer streets, chiefly 
by women. Churches are thronged and 
struct altars are being erected. The police 
do not dare to interfere with the altars. 
The most extravagant stories of miracles 
worked are received with credulity by the 
people. 

Tho hospital ami ambulance system has 
been overpowered by the awful increase 
iu deaths, and for a day or two it has beon 
necessary to leave corpses waiting so long 
that thoy become putrid, thus adding 
vastly to the contagion. Thu situation iu 
one respect, however, has been improved 
by tho k'llg oflbrillg the military to give as- 
sistance, and scores of old omnibuses, 
covered with black, havo been converted 
into hearses. 
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Cool, Iwi'UlJKNrK. — Wo have heard of 
bbing a jailor, hut to rob the judge is a 
rare occurrence. However, it took pluce 
here on Monday evening. Mr. Justice 
Crease, who left by the stoamer yesterday 
morning, took down Ida rifle and game to 
the wharf on Monday intending to place 
it on the steamer, but tho steamer being 
away for coal, he left them on the wharf, 
and on his return shortly afterwards he 
found thoy had been stolen by some 
adroit thief. A search was at once insti- 
tuted, but up to last evening neither tho 
rifle or the game had beon recovered. — 
Nanaimo Free Frcsa.

Flour Made of Wood. 

[Catekilto Cor. Now York Sun. | 
The chief industry up here is producing 
wood flour, a kind of cousin to wood pulp. 
It was first manufactured in the Cat.sk ills 
about niue years ago, and now over twenty 
mills are in full blast. The process is ex- 
ceedingly simple. Any soft wood tree — 
poplar is the favorite— La felled and drawn 
to the mill. The hark ami boughs are re- 
moved, and the trunk put in a machine 
which is nothing but a lead pencil sharp 
cner on a large scale, with four or more 
knife edges instead of one. On starting 
the machine the pencil sharpener revolves 
with great swiftness, and ia a few minutes 
converts the log into a hundred miles of 
fine, clear shavings. These are ground 
and bolted exactly as in a tlour-mill. The 
product is a soft, line, yellowish-while 
flour, similar in appearance to a very well 
ground corn meal. It possesses a slight 
woody smell, and is almost tasteless, it is 
put up iu large bags and then is dispatched, 
unmarked, io the buyer, 

I tried to find out who purchased the 
article, but with no success. The wood 
miller was not very communicative. " It 
niakos," he said, "well, I don't know how 
much exactly, One log may give five 
bags, and it may give ten. It sells well — 
that is, pretty tolerable. I reckon I clear 
about !?8 or a day out of it — perhaps I 
more. I never liggercd it up. V\ bat's it 
good for? Clood many things. It's used 
to stiifen paper, but if you put in too 
much the paper gets brittle. Paper stock 
is dearer than poplar Hour, and that's why 
they put it in. If you mix the flour with 
linseed gum and 'biled' oil you get a kind 
of oilcloth. Some folks mix it with 
meal to give to pigs and other 
animals. Iguess it's good, but I never 
give it to my hogs, and even those fellows 
give it to some other fellow's critters and 
not their own. Yes, I have heard that 
some bad contractors mixed it with meal 
for anny and Indian supplies, but I don't 
take much stock in the story, because they 
could buy sour meal as cheap as poplar 
flour. It wouldn't pay to mill pine or 
cedar or hemlock; they are worth too much 
as timbor, But any wood that isn't used 
that way can tie milled into Hour. I use 
poplar almost altogether, but when 1 run 
short of logs I grind up buttonball, birch, 
elm, or willow. '
